Michigan installed its 
tirst entirely Democratic state admin- 
istration in history. Virginia gave 
the President the largest pupular ma- 
jority it had ever given a candidate 
with major party opposition. 

Kansas, in addition~to giving her 
electoral vote to the opponent of her 
governor, put a Democrat in the gub- 
ernatorial chair Landon now occu- 
pies. 

New Jersey, for the first time in 
history, elected two Vemocratic sena- 
tors. It gave President Roosevelt a 
350,000 pupular plurality.

The victory of Governor Wilbur 
Cross, of Connecticut, over Republi- 
can Arthtir M. Brown, state's attor- 
ney, chalked up a new Nutmeg State 
record. Two years ago Cross became 
the first Democrat ever to be elected 
three times successively. He now is the 
first Connecticut governor since the 
Civil War to win more than three 
terms. 


In South Dakota the Democratic 
incumbent, Goyernor Tom Berry, fared 
not as well.

Libel has come to be 
a spook at the elbow of every news- 
paper owner, clanking its chain and 
pointing a scrawny ftinger of doubt 
and fear at every expression of robust 
truth or opinion which might be chal- 
lenged in court for a paper cannot 
win the costs of a libel suit even 
though it win the jury's verdict. The 
costs. of defense have made libel a 
plaintiff's racket and a serious handi- 
cap to honest journalism but the dem- 
agog is court proof and takes liberties 
with truth, decency and privilege 
which would put a newspaper o-vner 
in the poor-house, to say nothing of 
the dog-house and the county jail.

sometimes of other parts of the body, 
which is characterized by maceration, 
cracking, peeling and itching of the 
affected areas. The fungus or parasite 
which is responsible is picked up by 
walking barefoot where some one with 
the disease has walked—hotel room 
floors, to and from swimming pool or 
bath, sleeping car, gymnasium. 


For prophylaxis against foot itch 
most clubs, gymnasiums and well 
managed swimming pools now have 
either wells built in or rubber pans 
filled with a suitable fungicide solu- 
tion, through which one using the 
shower must walk.

Reinfestation witc ringworm is almost 
inevitable unless the most rigid pre 
c.utions are taken to preven* it. 


_ To disinfect shoes and shoe linings, 
it is Welf to pour into each shoe and 
swish about until the insole and lin- 
ing is well saturated, an ounce or two 
of formalin solution (made by put- 
ting two ounces of the official liquor 
formaldehyde in pint bottle and fill- 
ing the bottle with water). Do not 
wear such shoes until they have dried 
out for 24 hours.

JOHN H. CANTRELL, 91, 


SMYRNA PIONEER, DIES 


MARIETTA, Ga., Nov. 4—John 
H. Cantrell, 91, of Smyrna, and one 
of the four remaining Confederate yet- 
erans in Cobb county, died this after- 
noon in an Atlanta hospital, after 
a brief illness. Funeral arrangements 
are to be announced by Mayes Ward 
& Co., of Marietta. 

Born at Cumming, in Forsyth coun- 
ty, his parents later moved into a 
rural section of Forsyth county. 

When the War Between the States 
broke out both Mr. Cantrell and his 
father were members of the “home 
guards,” in which capacity they serv- 
ed for six months, after which the 
son went into the famous “Lee’s bat- 
talion,” at Camp Preston, on Peach- 
tree creek, in Fulton county. 

At the age of 16 he joined the arm: 
of northern Virginia, company , 
fourteenth Georgia infantry, which 
was encamped at Orange Courthouse, 
"a. After the close of the war he re- 
turned to his parents’ home in For- 


'syth county and moved to Cobb coun- | 


ty in 1867.

WALLACE PREPARING 


Official Interprets Victory 
as Mandate for Further- 
ing AAA Plans. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4—(#)— 
Interpreting the Roosevelt victory as 
an indorsement of the administration’s 
farm plans, Secretary Wallace tonight 
plunged into the task of drafting an 
all-risk crop insurance program for 
submission to congress. 

Checking off the growing stack of 
New Deal ballots, Wallace said he 
was “especially gratified’ because a 
“great majority of farmers indicated 
that they have a real understanding 
of the problems of agriculture and the 
direction in which we must move to 
solve them.” 

Private insurance experts will meet 
tomorrow with the agriculture secre- 
tary and a spe ‘inl committee named by 
the Presiden‘ vo discuss details of the 
crop insurance plan. 

Part of New Plan. 

It will be part of the 1937 AAA pro- 
gram which soon will be formulated. 
In preparirg this program, drouth 
education of many important crops 
with resulting abnormally large mar- 
keting of livestock and poultry must 
be reckoned with by the federal farm 
leaders, 

High prices for human food and 
animal feed recently are expected by 
the department’s economists to cause 
an expansion in planting of many 
crops. With normal weather and yields 
next year this could result in what 
Secretary Wallace has often termed 
the threat of ruinous prices from de- 
pressing surpluses. 

In addition to suggesting a federal 
crop insurance plan to congress that 
will tie-in with the AAA soil conserv- 
ation program, Wallace and his aids 
must obtain a new appropriation to fi- 
nance expected benefit payments for 
farmers next year. 

Distribution of the $470.000,000 con- 
gress provided for farmers who par- 
ticipated in the 1986 AAA program 
has barely started and is well behind 
the payment schedule first announced. 

Wallace, H. R. Tolley, AAA ad- 
ministrator, and others in the ag- 
riculture department devoted much 
time and effort to the campaign 
speaking chiefly in the midwest farm 


states. 
Says Vote Is Rebuke. 

Today Wallace, one-time farm paper 
editor and writer, said in his state- 
ment: 

“The vote was a courted rebuke to 
the greedy minority in organized busi- 
ness and those Tory publishers who 
have forgotten their primary function 
and have filled the news columns of 
their papers with inaccurate, mislead- 
ing and malicious propaganda.”

After partner's response the open- 
ing no trump bidder becomes in turn 
the responding hand. His. procedure

questions: 

1.:““What does my partner already 
know about my hand and what else 
of value can I tell him?” 

“What are the minimum and 
‘maximum values already shown to 
‘me by. his response?” 

Partner.has for safety’s sake al- 
ready assumed a minimum such as 
spades king queen 3, hearts ace pack 
4, diamonds ace queen 7, clubs jack 
10 6 2. 

Anything somewhat better than 
such a minimum is “news” and may 
be rebid by the opener. 

The Response Was Two No Trump. 

The opening hand should now: 

(a) Bid three in a biddable major 


suit. 

(b) Bid three no trump even with 
but slightly better than four honor 
tricks provided they are distributed ino 
four suits. But with four end a half 
honor tricks or four fat hcnor tricks 
they may be distributed in only three 
suits.

THE BULL MOOSE. ) 


The bull moose has. antlers which 
are a wonder to behold. Often they 
measure four or five feet from tip to 
tip, and sometimes the spread is even 
greater than that. 


A bull moose 


In the year 1910 a moose slain in 
an Ontario forest was found to have 
antlers spreading out 71 inches. The 
all-time record, , Proves 4 seems to be 
hold by an Alaskan moose. The hunt- 
er said that when he first measured 
the antlers, they had a spread of 84 
inches. Later, after being placed in 
the Field museum of Chicago, they 
shrank to 78 inches. Seventy-eight 
inches means six and a half feet. The | 
weight of the record antlers, counting 
the skull, is given as 93 pounds. 


A bull moose is likely to stand 
about six feet high at the shoulders. 
In a few cases, the animals have 
measured seven feet at the shoulders, 
and one moose slain in British Colum- 
bia was reported to measure eight feet 
“from hoof to hump.” If we add two 
feet as the height of the horns above 
the shoulders, we gain an idea of a 


giant bull moose stalking through the 
woodland. The female moose, or cow, 
is not so large as the male, and does 
not have antlers. 


On a winter day, years ago, two 
men were walking through forest land 
in eastern Canada when they came 
upon the trail of a moose in the 
heavy, rather moist snow. One of the 
men was named Billy Chestnut, the 
other was an old trapper known as 
“Henry.” They decided to follow the 
trail in the hope of being able to shoot 
the moose. 


Soon the men saw other tracks, the 
footprints of two bears! The bear 
tracks followed the trail of the moose, 
The prints in the snow were far 
enough apart to make it look as 
though the moose was running fast 
(“pacing”) while the bears were 
“galloping.”

“somewhere on Sullivan street.” 

7 He Played a Hunch. — 

While his assistants were trying to 
locate this shop, Flynn made a thor- 
ough study of the counterfeit notes. 
He admitted afterward that it was 
nothing more than a hunch, but look- 
ing down at one of the stamps he 
seemed to see the faces of Joseph and 
Tony Carlisi, two experts in the art 
of counterfeiting.

Hill, Sir Walter Langdon Brown, and 
Sir Frederick Menzies.
